Paul's, Cheltenham; one
to George B. Ruse, by his chlldren; one to
Robert Ralston Bringhurst, by his children; and
one from {riends of the rector, from Lake George,
New York. Thke chancel windows, and that of
the gable, are offerings from the Sunday-school
of the Churchk of the Messiah., The gas fixtures
are chaste, and sulted to the architecture of the
bullding: they were made by Cornellus & Son.
The chancel furniture 1s of walnut. The build-
ing, including furnitore, cost about £15,000, and
will seat four hundred. This organization will
not be two years old until July next, and with
the earnest efforts of both the rector, Hev.
George Bringhurst, and his people, the work
has been crowned with success. 1t Is one of the
most flourishing churches in the city, and stands
in s growing neighborhood. It will be opened
next Bunday morning by the Rt. Rev. Bishop
Btevens, who will administer confirmation; alter-
noon eervice at 4 o'cloek, sermon by the Rev.
Dr. Newlon; evenlng service at 745, sermon by
the Rev. Dr. Rodder. The choir of the Church
of the Evangelists will have charge of the musie
in the afternoon, that of St SBtephen’'s Chuarch
in the evening. A collection will be made al
each service.

Elghty-sixth Annual Convention of the
Protestant Eplscopal Church of the Dio.
cose of Pennsylvania—The Proceedings
Yesterday Afternoon and To-day.

Yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clook, in 8t. An-
drew's Church, on Eighth street, near Bpruce,
the eighty-sixth annual convention of the P, B
Church of this diocese assembled. Prayer was
read by Rev. Charles E. Mcllvalne, rector of St
John's Church, Norristown, and the Rev. E. A.
Hoffmann, D. D., rector of 8t. Mark's Church,
in this city. In the absence of the bishop, Rev.
Johin A. Childe, D. D, opened the business
proceedings by ealling the roll. 110 delegatos
answered to their names. Rev. Dr, Howe took
the chalr daring the absence of the Bishop. Rav.
Dr. Childs and Professor Booth were respeclively
re-elected secretary and assisianl secretary.

The Rev. Dr. Childs announced that it was
the deslre of the Bishop that the services on the
succecding day shonld be thus divided:—Moru-
ing prayer at U o'clock, holy commnnion at 107§
o'clock. He also stated that the Bishop hoped
on that occasien to be present and deliver the
eplecopnl eharge Lo the convention.

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Appleton, the re-
ception of the report of the Bonrd of Missions
was made the special order of the day for 10 A,
M. on Thursday, provided that the elections
were previowsly concluded.

On motion, it was resolved that the conven-
tion shonld hold two sesslong dally, from 9 A.
M.to2P. M., and from 5 to 8 P. M. The c¢ns-
tomary resolution Inviting clergvmen from
other dioceses of the Chuarch of Eagland and
divinity students in the diocese of Panusyivania
to seats with the convention, was offered by the
Rev. Dr. Hoffman and earried.

Adjourned until this morniog.

e reading of his charge—by himself if he be
well epoveh to do so; h not, by some one ap-
pointed to fulfil that oftice. It was announced
that the proceeds of the offartory wounld he de-

voted to the Board of Mlsslons. Afis ing-
ing of the 25th hymn, the clergy pr vith
the Communion service, Toe consecrated ele-

ments were distributed to a large number of
communicanis.

Aftor the administration of the sacrament the
convention reorganized for business. The secre-
taries called the roll of clergy and of lay depu-
tier, when s number of members not present
yesterday responded Lo their names,

The address of the Bishop was then read, toge-
ther with his anoual repert, by the Rev. Leigh-
ton Coleman,rector of 8t. Mark's Church; Mauch
Chunk.

The Bishop, in the inireduction to the report,
welcomes the clergy and lay deputies to their
geats in the eighty-seventh annual convention
of the Protestant Episcopal Chureh in the dio-
cege of Pennsylvania.

The report then gives a «etailed account of the
Episcapal pets during the year, of whicn the follow-
ing 18 & summary:—BServices, 204: confirmations,
127 number of peranns confirmed, 178%; sermons
preached, 129; addresses deliverad, 1213 corner-
stones Inid, 43 churches congecrated, 6;: candidates
ordained to the dlaconate, 10; candidates ordained
to the priesthood, 11.

The report also contains |lsts of candidates for
orders, of clergymen recelved from and transferrad
1o other dioceses, and of the clerical changes that
have taken place during the year,

The Blshep, In contlpuation, alludes to the deli-
cate nature of the responsibiities imposed upen
him by hisoMee, Itis not, he thinks, to be expected
that his views and opinions should at all times meot
the approbation of all clagees of people in the Pro-
testant Episcopal Church; but in the endeavor to
discharge his duty consclentiously, he feela war-
ranted in looking for that regard which the nature
of his omee demands,

Reference 18 made to the death of Judge Conyng-
bam, and to that of the Rev. Harrison Lambdin, of
Germantown, the only clergyman of the diocese ao
removed during the year,

A proposiiion {8 presented that the city missionary
work be placed under the care of a board of clergy-
mwen and laymen.

The tormation of the new diocese, to be composed
of all that part of the present Diocese of Pennsylva-
nia which lles outglde of the counties of Philadel-

hia, Delaware, Chester, Montgomery, and Buacks,

aliuded to in connection with the fact that such
action will be completed before the assembling of
tke convention of 1572, The Blshop ex # his
hearty concurrénce in the division of the dlocese,
and kis  bellef  that  unde & Jjudicious
Episcopal adminlatration, the wisdom of the move-
ment and the growth and expansion of the new
diocese, must become apparent to all. He also
makes appropriate reference to his past assocla-
tlons with the members of the proposed new dlo-
cese, In conclusion he urges both clergy and lalty
to labor together lu the cause of the gospel as dear
bre'hren in Christ,

Tweo Collleries Belonging to Philadelphia
tors Resnme *on“k-’l‘ho Terms of
the Agreement,

ment recently made betwaen two frms of Poila-
delphia coal operators and their minsers, nu1der
wht::h thelir collieries, the Hazel Dell and Con-
tinental, in Columbla counily, resume opera-
tione:—

This ement, made the eifhth day of May, A.
D. one thonssnd elght hundred and seventy-one, be-
tween Robert Gonell & Co, of the “Hazel 1" Col-
\ery, and Gonell & Audenried, of the “Continental”
Colllery, In the county of Columbia and Btate of
Pennsylvania, of the first pary, aod Robert Aadar-
son, John Killlap, Luke Tarpy, and James Barmm1
of the second part, on behalf of the hands employed
at the “Hazel Dell” and “Continental" Colll ries,
witnesseth that the sald party of the first part, in
conalderation of the covenant on the partof the
party of the gecond part hereinafter contnined, doth
cuvensnt and agree to and witn the sald pacty of the
socond part and those who they reprosent,

The party of the fcst part agrees to pay the
following wages for the balance of the year,
viz, :—Outslde laborers ten (10) dollara per week;
inside laborers eleven (11) dollars per Weok;
miners, by day's work, thirteen (18) dollars
per week, and a rednction of contract work 10 per
cent. upon the prices pald under the three (8) dol-
lars rate of the Lasis of 1508, and alRo Agroes to
work the sald collieries at the sald rates for the
balapco of this year (to December 81, 1571), subject
only to stoppages aud unavoldable causcs, Anch as
break-downs at the colllerles, and want of means o
trausportalion,

Aud the sald party of the second part, in bheo-
nalf of thelr constituents, In  consideration
of the covenant on the part of the party of the first
part, doth covenant and agree to and with the amd
party of the first part that they will resume and coq.
tinue 1o work with a sufficient namber of hands to
work the sald collierfes to advantage ‘tor the halnace
offthis year (to Desember 81, 1571),  ‘The party of the
second part further agrees that it any dlspute arises
between the foremen of the collleries and any of the
workmen or hands employed, the setilement of the
diMeulty ¢t hall be left to & committee of arbitration
of four men, two or them shall be chosen by the
party of the frat part, and two by the party of the
gecond part, and, il necessary,said commities of arbi-
tration shall choose an umpire, and in case any
workman 1s discharged, and said arbltrator decides
in his favor, he, the sald discharged person, shail be
restored to his work and pald his wages for the
time he was idle nnder sald discharge: and 1t {8
agreed that if we, the workmen, will stop eor
suspend work before any lnvestigation of Lhe
wrongs, #o alleged, 18 fally dccldc(]. that
we sabject ourselves 1o ba charged one (day's wages
for every dey we suspend, to be collacted by the
party of the frst part in their or his office. If mald
Commlittes of Arbitration decldes against any work-
mun go dizeharged, he shall not be réturned to his
work or pald his wages during such Investigation
pending.

OBITUARY.

Death of William Hamilton, the Actuary
of the Franlklin Institute.

Willlam Hamilton, the Actuary of the Frank-
lin Institute, and who has during his entire
lile been intimately identifled with the cause of
sclence in Philadelplia, died this mornlng. at
4 o'clock, in his boarding-house, No. 923 Ches-
nut street.

Mr. Hamilton was born in this ¢ity In Febru-
ary, 1701, and was congequently at the time of
hiz death in the eighty-first year of his age.
For over forty years he has been con
pected with the Franklin Institute. He
became a member of that institution In its in-
fancy, and in fact was one of the prime movers
in its organization. Bince that time his labors
were unceasing. IHe attended to all the large
corresgpondence of the Institute; made visits to
otber cities of the Unlon on sclentific matiers,
and was inetrumental in getting up exhibitions,
ete. Having given his whole attention to this
work, he was, consequently, thoroughly fami-
liar with all the details of the Institute, and the
gociely loses a valuable helper in his death.

The cause of death is stiributed to debility
ariging from old age. Mr. Hamillon performed
Lis duties up to within ten days ngo, when he
was obliged to take to his bed. He was ailing,
however, for the past six months,
